used for track purposes, then-he should 
be made to work in the harness just 
like any other horse on the farm. 
Naturally it takes nerve, precision and 
good Judgment to apply this course of 
treatment, but It Is so absolutely effi- 
cacious that It is worth taking the ut- 
most pains with.: Most stallions, love 
fights, but all are deathly afraid ut the 
flash, tlie sting. and the uoisp of a 
blank shot, so much so indeed that 
they -will, always be watching for n 
similar application.

owner of, a few cows. 


While milk may be measured, it is j 


so Inconvenient that it-is rarely done. I 
A scale enables one to qnicUly ascer- j 
lain the quantity, so that every milk-1 
ing can be recorded if desired, aud it | 
pays to do it. There is no other way j 
to find a cow's butter capacity than i 
with a Babcock tester, except to churn | 
her product separately, which is too j 
much of a task to be attempted.
